CALUMET, Mich., Dec. 25.— Two 
thousand 
of 
the copper country’s 
14,000 mine workers and their fam­ 
ilies, are this Christmas-tide objects 
of charity, dependent upon others 
for their Christmas cheer, for their 
w inter’s food, for their clothing. 
Made destitute 
by 
the 
eight 
m onths’ copper strike, deprived of 
work by curtailm ent 
of 
mining, 
which resulted from the inability of 
the mining companies to sell their 
copper in Germany and Austria, their 
biggest customers, these 2,000 famil­ 
ies will be without Christmas cheer, 
except for that dispensed through 
tile efforts of the charitably inclined. 
Three thousand little children will 
be w ithout Santa Claus, and hung up 
their stockings last night with the 
knowledge that they will go unfill­ 
ed. 
Charity has accomplished 
much. 
For more than a mouth a score of 
relief organizations 
have 
been at 
w ork in every tow n in tile copper j 
zone. 
Thousands of dollars worth ’ 
of provisions, fuel, clothing and toys 
have been collected and today are be­ 
ing distributed ironi various centers. 
In many of the humble homes, con­ 
ditions of absolute starvation prevail­ 
ed 
while furniture and casements 
have been used for fuel. 
Estimates today w*ere that $100,- 
000 had been raised tor the Christ­ 
mas charity work in the counties of

Wisely enough he crawled back into 
his box car prison and grinned his 
thanks as he took the first “ pull’ at 
the cigarette that had cost him a 
bruised shin. Tho sentry could not 
smoke, being on duty, but he grin­ 
ned his thanks as he tucked his ci­ 
garette into his bat.
